Indeed exprefs Treafon by the late A& of 
Parliament —— Now that the G———s may 
claim the Do&or or Me, I'll be very 
frank with him to fay, That her Majefty 
is not poflefs’d of the Crown io her Here- 
ditary Right, but in a Parliamentary 
Right—founded ia the A& of Parliament, 
ift of William and Mary, entailing the
